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CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

Two  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  one  combined  ante-natal  and 
post-natal  Clinic  are  held  weekly  at  the  Health  Department. 
Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  staffed  by  the  Local  Authority  Staff,  while 
the  ante-natal  and  post-natal  Clinic  is  conducted  by  a Medical 
Officer  from  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  the  Local  Authority 
supplying  all  the  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staff.  The  ante-natal 
and  post-natal  Clinic  is  also  used  as  an  out-patient  Department  of 
Bellshill  Maternity  Hospital. 

During  the  year  559  maternity  outfits  were  issued. 


MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

A Domiciliary  full-time  Midwifery  Service  obtains  in  the 
Burgh  with  an  establishment  of  8 midwives,  this  figure  being 
only  obtained  in  the  month  of  November,  1953.  All  Midwives 
have  been  trained  in  the  use  of  Gas  and  Air  and  Pethidine. 

4 Sets  of  Minnitt  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  apparatus  have  been 
available  for  use  throughout  the  year.

HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  Health  Visiting  Staff  consists  of  1 Superintendent  Nursing 
Officer,  who  co-ordinates  the  various  Nursing  Services  in  the  Burgh, 
and  6 Health  Visitors  who  were  employed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  Health  Visitors  staff  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  held  at  the 
Health  Department  and  the  Tuberculosis  Clinics,  and  attend 
ante-natal  Clinics  conducted  by  the  Western  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  For  the  purpose  of  Health  Visiting  and  Tuberculosis 
Visiting,  the  town  is  divided  into  districts  for  one  of  which  each 
Health  Visitor  is  responsible.

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HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. 

The  services  provided  under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health 
Service  (Scotland)  Act,  1947,  are  fulfilled  by  contract  with  the 
local  branch  of  the  District  Nursing  Association.  Six  full-time 
members  were  employed  during  the  year.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

This  Service,  administered  by  the  Welfare  Services  Department 
on  behalf  of  the  Health  Department,  continued  to  supply  a social 
service  of  great  value  to  the  community.  It  is  to  be  noted 
that  approximately  50%  of  the  cases  helped  were  among  the 
elderly,  a considerable  number  of  these  being  kept  at  home  in 
familiar  surroundings  instead  of  occupying  part  III  hospital 
accommodation.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

VACCINATION. 

Statistics  of  vaccinations  carried  out  in  the  area  by  medical 
practitioners  are  detailed  from  their  returns  in  the  following  Table. 
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IMMUNISATION. 

Facilities  for  immunisation  are  available  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres  held  at  the  Health  Department,  and  a reminder  in  the  form 
of  a birthday  card  is  sent  to  each  child  not  immunised  at  his/her 
first  birthday,  while  Health  Visitors  at  their  visits  continue  to 
stress  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a high  standard  of  immunisation 
amongst  the  population  at  risk.  During  the  year,  510  children 
were  immunised  against  diphtheria,  and  69  received  maintenance 
inoculations,  of  these  235  and  43  respectively  were  inoculated  at 
the  Child  Welfare  Centres.

ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  CLINIC. 

Three  afternoon  sessions  of  the  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic  are 
held  each  week  under  the  supervision  of  a Health  Visitor.  Patients 
attending  these  Clinics  are  referred  by  the  general  practitioner, 
from  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  or  School  Medical  Clinics.  During 
the  year  232  first  visits  and  2469  re-visits  were  made.  Patients 
attended  chiefly  for  rheumatic  conditions,  arthritis,  fibrositis, 
general  debility  and  substandard  physical  states. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

69  cases  of  respiratory  and  12  cases  of  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  of  these  58  respiratory 
and  10  non-respiratory  were  confirmed. 

The  death-rate  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  0.24  per 
thousand,  which  compares  with  the  figure  of  0.29  per  thousand  for 
1952,  the  preliminary  figure  for  the  whole  of  Scotland  being  0.23 
per  thousand. 

The  bed  state  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  the 
waiting  time  being  two  to  three  weeks. 

43  families  in  which  one  or  more  members  were  suffering  from 
the  disease  were  re-housed  during  the  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  15,  or  approximately  26  per  cent- 
of  the  58  cases  confirmed  during  the  year  were  living  in  Council 
houses,  and  10  of  this  15  had  been  resident  in  their  Council  house 
for  more  than  3 years. 

A contact  Clinic  was  held  once  per  month  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer,  and  the  undernoted  table  gives  the  attendances  : —

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CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  655  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  (excluding 
Tuberculosis)  were  notified.  This  figure  shows  an  increase  of  323 
over  the  figure  for  1952  and  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  increased 
number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough  and  dysentery 
notified. 

Details  of  the  major  infectious  diseases  are  as  follows,  annual 
notifications  being  tabulated  in  Table  No.  7. 

Diphtheria.  No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Erysipelas.  5 cases  were  notified,  of  which  3 were  removed  to 
hospital. 

Pneumonia.  101  cases  of  pneumonia  came  to  notice  during  the 
year,  and  88  were  removed  to  hospital.  16  deaths  occurred,  jS'being 
children  under  1 year. 

Poliomyelitis.  3 cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  the 
diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  all  3 cases.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Puerperal  Infection.  2 cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 
No  deaths  occurred. 

Scarlet  Fever.  223  cases  were  notified  during  the  year ; 208 
being  removed  to  hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Whooping  Cough.  270  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 
No  deaths  being  reported. 

Paratyphoid.  No  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  was  notified. 

Dysentery.  34  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  and  24  removed 
to  hospital.  One  death  occurred. 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  non-notifiable  infectious  disease.

In  the  Burgh  of  Coatbridge,  the  School  Health  Services  are 
administered  and  carried  out  by  the  Lanarkshire  County  Council 
in  terms  of  their  duties  under  the  Education  Act. 

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Details  of  the  work  done,  with  reference  to  the  supply  of  milk, 
ice-cream,  meat  and  other  foods  is  to  be  found  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report. 

No  medical  examinations  of  trade  employees  were  carried  out 
under  the  Ice-Cream  (Scotland)  Regulations,  1948. 

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Inspection  of  food  premises  was  continued  throughout  the  year 
and  advice  given  where  necessary  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Staff. 

Exhibits  portraying  the  difference  between  good  and  bad 
conditions  for  the  preparation  of  food,  with  hints  for  the  prevention 
and  contamination  of  food  were  displayed  at  the  Health  Department 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

No  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  was  reported  during  the  year. 

NUTRITION. 

Health  Visitors,  during  home  visits  and  Clinics,  continued  to 
be  the  chief  medium  for  the  spread  of  knowledge  on  this  subject. 
Their  efforts  have  been  supplemented  by  posters,  pamphlets,  film 
shows  and  food  demonstrations. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

The  Local  Authority  maintains  two  homes  for  elderly  people 
at  Merrystone  House  and  Woodside  House.  No  special  medical 
supervision  is  maintained  by  the  Local  Authority,  each  resident 
consulting  his/her  own  doctor  as  required. 

There  are  no  other  homes  in  the  area  under  Section  37  of  the 
Act.  No  action  was  necessary  under  Sections  47,  48  or  50  of  the 
Act.

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

The  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Education  again  gave  valuable 
assistance  during  the  year,  supplying  lecturers,  when  necessary, 
and  leaflets  and  pamphlets  for  distribution  at  the  Clinics. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  Burgh  by  the  Airdrie,  Coatbridge  and 
District  Water  Board.  Supplies  continued  to  be  pure,  but 
emergency  measures  had  to  be  introduced  by  the  Water  Board 
during  the  summer  weather  to  maintain  the  supply,  both  in  quality 
and  quantity. 


PUBLIC  BATHS. 

Samples  of  bath  water  taken  at  regular  intervals  throughout 
the  year  have  all  proved  satisfactory.
